Your favor to hand;and T enclose you a check for *5.39 to 
pay costs of P.Bros. Vs. A.S.Day et als. You ought not to have asked 
us to pay this owing to the fact that the papers in the case pot lost 
and by reason of it we were never abl= to get a setttlement with the 
parties. In the case of Lavina M.Orr vs.J.A.Hurst,I have never collected 
any of the costs in this suit.An execution was out;look and see what 
kind of a return the sheriff made on it. I think he collected some cf it. 
My books show that on Nov.19th,1901 I.paid you #21.50 the costs in the 
two cases of C.D.Russell vs.G.W.Pennirgton and M.H.Reasor vs Same. My 
books show that I paid you in the case of L.M.Zion vs.Wax #7 .98 , but 
it is not dated. I have tried to look up a check if TI vaid it that way 
but do not find any of that amount which T have paid you.Look inthe file 
of the papers of all of these three cases and see if you don't find your 
receipts for the amounts.I usually file them in the papers when [I make 
my reports.If you are not satisfied about the matter,? will look further. 
I find the stub of the check for the $91.50. I did not look for the 
check itself.
